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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-5, 7 & 9-21 have been examined. Of these claim 1, 14 & 16 
are independent claims. Claim 1 encompasses a composition comprising a 
binder, a coalescent agent, additives (as optional ingredient), fillers, pigments etc. 
At least 20% of the film forming agent is formed by either a glycidyl ether 
or a glycidyl ester having specific structural formulae I & II . The ether or the 
ester contains only one glycidyl group in its formula. Claims 14 and 16 
encompass a method in which the same composition is used. 

Prior art includes Corcoran (US 4816500) as the primary reference which 
discloses a composition of a coating. The composition contains a binder. The 
binder has one part with a glycidyl component. However this glycidyl 
component has at least two glycidyl groups in its structure. However instant 
claims exclude all such components from their scope. 

Above claims are therefore deemed to be in condition for allowance.
